In conclusion the speaker regretted 
that the government ‘had not, seen fit 
to announce through the speech from 
the throne a program for the fighting 
of the tuberculosis plague, for the pas- 
sage of a bulk sales act, giving a mer- 
chant a lien on goods sold, until they 
had. been fully paid for. He thought 
the time had come when the care of 
educational affairs should be placed in 
the hands of one minister alone, that 
the pucity of. judges ‘on the supreme 
court bench was a disgrace to the pro- 
vince, that the coal mines act required 
thorough investigation and, revision, He 
called upon the government to appeal 
to the country before undertaking their 


‘programme of trunk road construotion, 


or railway construction or receiving the 
natural resources from the dominioa 
government. The liberal party had 
been given no mandate from the people 
{fo secure the natural resources.

C. M. O'Brien, Socialist, in speaking 
on the address, improved the occasion 
by delivering a discourse on the mater. 
falistic conception of history. He also 
voiced a protest against the employ-. 
ment of Thiel detectives during lhe re- 
cent strike in the Crow's Nest, and al 
the Grand Trunk Paciflo shops. Every 
means, he declared, had been employed 
in an attempt to incite the strikers to 
violence. He regretted that no refer- 
ence had been made to the “murder of 
31 slaves at Beflevue" and offered gen- 
eral criticism of the workmen's com- 
pensation act, fae ‘

Another important omission from the 
spdech,, was reference to the increased 
cost of living.“ The cost of living in 
Alberta ‘had gone up 25 per cent, in 
recent years, while the rise in wages 
had been at the outside limit, not more 
than 14 per cent—a net docrease in 
the standard of 9 per cent. Even min- 
isters did not get large enough salaries 
to keep up the style which they were 
required to do. $3,500, a year to keep 
up all-kinds of magnificence! O'Brien 
protested against the employment of 
young pages at the legislature—boys 
stolen from school and paid a paltry 
$75 for the session! ° 

Hon. C. R, Mitchell in opening his 
speech first dealt with the references 
of GC, M, O'Brien to the increase in the 
cost of living. This increase was no 
doubt due in part to economic causes 
over which the government of the 
country had no control. But it was 
aiso dtie in purt to’ tHe &tfeat of reci- 
procily, Mr. Mitchell; intimated, a 
measure which was directed to the re- 
lief of (he Canadian consumer, 

Proceeding, he referred to J. M. 
Tweedie as “a good natured man" py 
repute, @ man who had succeeded in 
the Calgary election largely on | this 
ground, Yel the speech that had just 
been delivered was filled with | the 
rancor of unreason, It Was filled with 
criticism of the most unjust kiud, 

Mr. Mitchell contended that the 
amendment of the leader of the oppo- 
sition had become a dead letter, Ut 
merely yoiced a complaint that the 
speech Irom the throne did not go into 
detail in regard ts government policy. 
Detail, as the opposition should knuw 
was neve: included in the speech. 

The government programme in so 
far as ils importance to the fulure of 
thesprovince was concerned, was the 
most remarkable in thé history of any 
Canadian legislature, 

From the point of view of the goy- 
ernment it might have been of adyan- 
tage Lo outline the railway programme 
in the newspapers, But in the best in- 
terests of the country it was not de- 
sirable that the ministry should be 
stampeded into premature announce.

As to the question of natural re- 
sources, the attitude of the opposition 
was inconsistent.

politics, The question was an intricate 
one, many varying solutions offered.

Mitchell commended the work of the 
provincial secretary in connection with 
the Lethbridge jail. Humanitarian 
treatmeint for prisoners had been 
adopted, and the province of Manitoba 
would in all likelihood fullow Alberta's 
example. (Stripes—the symbol of dis- 
grace—had been abolished, and steps 
were being taken to establish a prison 
farm. 

Education. 

Going on to deal with the subject of 
education, Mr. Mitchell first outlined 
the course of studies provided in the 
new currriculum; “Civies,’’ & course 
on the duties of citizenship, was one 
of the most _ important. Agricultural 
education also claimed a very large 
place in the curriculum. A systemalic 
training in the principles o. agricul! ural 
seicncee, beginning in the elementary 
classes and continued through to the 
higher grades in the public school and 
leading up to an advanced course in the 
high schools, is to be given in the fu- 
ture, It is hoped to bring the student 
to a point where he shall have a thor- 
ough grounding in the science. 

In the opinion of the speaker it was 
also desirable to establish special 
schools, country high schools. where 
practical agriculture might be taught, 
and high schools where advanced scien- 
tiflo agriculture might be a subject of 
study, where experts might be trained. 

There wag an alternative policy. It 
was to establish a few large colleges, 
where agriculture and general advanced 
training might be obtained. 

The system of special high schools 
found most favor in provinces similarly 
situated to our own. Decentralization 
was considered the better policy. 

It was not desirable that the agricul- 
tural schools should be separated from 
the education department, said the min- 
ister, though the department ‘of agri- 
culture should be consulted in regard 
to. the character of the training. 

Department of Neglected Children. 

The minister described the depart- 
ment of neglected and delinquent chil- 
dren ag one of the most important with 
which he had to deal. It was not de- 
sirable to give the work of this depart- 
ment a Jarge amount of publicity, but 
in view of the fact that the govern- 
ment would seek a considerable appro- 
priation for the extension of rescue de- 
partment, the house was entitled to 
some brief account of its present stat- 
us, 
During the year the department had 
investigated no fewer than 556 cases 
of neglect, 234 being the cases of 
female children and 322 of boys. Six- 
teen religions and 25 nationalities were 
represented amengst them, For 212 
foster homes had been secured, 223 
were still under supervision and one 
had been deported. One had been 
placed in an institutien for the blind, 
and 29 had been under treatment in 
the hospitals of the province. Of the 
children cared for 132 were under one 
year of age, Experience showed that 
the danger period was from the ages 
of 44 to 43 years. According to the 
inspectors’ reports 90 per cent of the 
children in foster homes had made 
good. The inspectors had been re- 
quired to travel by rail 9,260 miles and 
by trail 2,884 miles, a total of over 12,. 
000 miles, Matrons had travelled 2,500 
miles by trail and 9,500 by rail, The 
eases of delinquency which had been 
dealt with during the year numbered 
616, of which 3881 were cases of theft, 
87 of mischief, and 29 of vagrancey, 
502 had been reported as turning cut 
salisfactorily, 64 unsatisfactorily and 
48 had been lost trace of, while 5 had 
aiea, 

The time: was approaching when the 
province must establish an industrial 
school, At present the arrangement 
Wilh the Manitoba government whereby 
Alberta cases were sent to the Indus- 
trial sehool at Portage la Prairie, en- 
abled this province to dispense With a

Various towns had asked that the rail- 
way give a station ata crossroads, con- 
venient to the settlers, but the station 
had been established two miles away 
from the desired points. 

“When we guarantee the bonds of 
these companies we ought to be able lo 
exercise some control.

| ulative purposes,” Puffer. said, He sited 
numerous Instances of unfair usage. of 
Alberta communities in respeot to rail- 
way matters.

Article No. 4—Organization 


The means by which the realization of business IDEALS is made 
possible is EFFJCIED,CY, and the way to EFFICIENCY is ORGAN- 
IZATION. 


ORGANIZATION means the same thing to business that govern- 
ment does to society. It means fixed rules and standards, recognized 
authority and es! fished relations. Business is in much the same con- 
dition today that g:svernment was in the Feudal age. When England 
was in its Feudal ,<«iid government was good in spots, but was, for 
the most part, ver, tad. If the lord of a manor happened to be a wise, 
energetic and just man, his people faired well; but if he chanced, as was 
more generally the case, to be incompetent, inexperienced or indiffer- 
ent—the results were far more serious, 


It is just so in business. Ifa business man happens to be compe- 
tent and possessed of real commercial genius and wisdom his business 
pros,\rs. But if he is merely experimenting under the goad of neces- 


‘sity, the results are not only wasteful, but disastrous and damaging to 


the community. 

Against this condition of commercial anarchy is gradually devel- 
oping the establishment of Commercial order. In other words, recog- 
nized laws, methods and relations are now coming about in business, 
just as they have of loug ago been recognized. in social relations. 
ORGANIZATION in business means merely the application of scien- 
tific principles to business operations. 


When Mr. Charles U. Carpenter started the crusade in the United 
States for Scientific Management, he introduced a term that was en- 
tirely new: It was “standardizing” as applied to factory organization, 
This mean three things—a place for everything, an established way in 
which to do everything and a fixed time for every operation. 


All of this was clementary, but if was the first step toward intro- 
ducing order into what had theretofore been chaos. 


But Scientific Management or Organization in business means a 


great deal more than merely “standardizing factories.” It means deal- 
ing with much larger problems than merely those of making money. 

The first problem is that of National development. In other 
words, the first duty of commerce is the development of the nation. 
This is why the industrial development of the Edmonton district must, 


_for the next few years, be largely confined to such lines as building 


materials, transportation facilities and roadways. 

The second problem of organization in business is that of the 
proper federation and application of capital. In other words, the peo- 
ple musi not only learn to think together, but they must learn to unite 
their capital in the great common campaign of dev clopmene 

This second great problem of organization suggests the third, 
which goes to the root of the whole situation, and th: i is Mutu: ul Confi- 
dence.

TION itself, which means the assembling of men with reference to 
their relative ability and efficiency, with the purpose of getting from 
united effort what is absolutely impossible to the individual. 

This is merely an outline of what Organization in business means. 
Space forbids an adequate or proper discussion of the subject. In or- 
der to bring about a public sentiment in this matter of such vital im- 
portance to this community, we are using, not the news columns of 
the daily papers, but their advertising columns; for which reason we 
are obviously compelled to dispense the truth in tabloid form rather 
than diluted to suit the popular taste.
